Mr. Caskey died Monday in Methodist Hospital. He was an engineer for the 

R, B. Annis Co for over 29 years, aid a Amateur Radio instructor at the Indiana 

School for the Blind. A short letter by one of his studentsat Southport follows: 


The strength of every organization is built on the dedication and participation of 
all its members. It is the firm quiet capable leadership of particular indcivicuals 
that sets the tone and purpose strived for in a clubs activities. 

Every member of IRC realizes we have lost a leader in the passing of Robert K. 
Caskey WODNQ. His involvement with radio was perhaps the link that permitted 
us all to meet and know Bob. But to many of us this was the introduction to a good 
and cherished friend. 

The pride and love Bob held for his wife Catherine and his daughters was 
evident to all who knew him. The support they gave him in the pursuance of his 
hobby and career was a wonderful example of the love and the warmth of the family. 

Bob's participation in the IRC covered many years and he accepted the 
responsibility of every office. In 1944 he was Club President and presently 
represented the club in the IRCC, 

It only seems natural.that others recognized his ability and he received the 
Amateur of the Year award ffom Dayton -Hamvention. The IRC bestowed their 
"Award of Appreciation" and the Indiana Radio Club Council (IRCC) gave him their 
Amateur of the year Award. 

Bob's genuine modesty prevented him from expounding on his achievements. 
Instead he concentrated on service. For the past 10 years every Wednesday evening 
you could find him at the Indiana School for the Blind, teaching, coaching and 
encouraging those youngsters to enter his world of Amateur Radio. 

My own experience is similar, when I needed a leader it was more than goud 
luck when I met Bob and was guided into the proper course of stidy. He was 
never too busy to help and his door was always open for me and my brother, and 
many younger fellows who consider him the example we wish to follow.
